3. Summary of the Evidence : » • -- 

a, For the Prosecution : 

Accused was called as a witness by the prosecution for 
purposes, of identification. Ho testified that he.was at Fukuoka 
Prisoner of War Camp Number Seven from 7 January 1944 to 15 August 
1945 as guard commander (,R. 5)* This camp was renumbered Camp No, 

10 not long before September 1945 (Ex. 14); As a civilian employee 
of the Army, his duties included inspecting the aeritinels and making 
rounds in the POW camp,. He had no special nickname (R. 6j« His 
immediate superior was.First Lieutenant Yoshitsu- (.R.,7)., 

As to Specification 1 : Wot'Guilty. 

As to Specification 2 : Affiant H« F. Douthit was an' 
American Marine interned at’ Camp dumber Seven in the Fukuoka Area, 
Japan, after July 1944. In February 1945 affiant was made to stand 
at attention by a guaid nicknamed "Jo To Nie” who jumped on his 
-arches with his heels about four times and hit affiant on the 
with his hands twolvo or fifteen times. He did not knock affiant 
down but tried to kick- him in the testiclos. He did this fdur- -.- 
times (Ex. l)i Affiant identified accused^ photograph (Ex. 2). 
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As to Specification 3 : Affiant Douthit stated that 
in March 1945 accused "Jo To Nie" came along and picked six POWs 
including himself from a group of thirty and hit each of the six 
about four times with the butt of his rifle. Affiant still has a 
scar as a result of this treatment (Ex. 1), 

A~s to Spec ificat ion 4 ; Affiant John Lester Brooke was 
a prisoner of war at Camp Number Ten from 4 August 1944 to'10 Sep¬ 
tember 1945. . He states that in the spring of 1945 an American 
soldier prisoner by the name of Nickols was beaten in the face and 
head for about ten minutes by a civilian guard nicknamed "Joto Nii" 
(Ex. -3)i Affiant Thompson stated that Nichols was beaten across 
the face by the accused with’a shoe in January 1945 "until he 
thought Nichols would pass out 1 '■ (Ex. 4). 

As to Specification 5 : Affiant E. L. Page was interned 
at Fukuoka Camp Number Ten from about 5 August 1944 until August 
1945,' He stated that an enlisted man named Johns was compelled•by 
"Joto Nii" to kneel down* 1 A board was then placed behind Johns’ - 
knees and Johns was,compelled to lean back, cutting off the circu¬ 
lation in his legs* 'Every time Johns would lean forward "Joto Nii". 
would shove,him back and slap him. "I saw him bleeding in the mouth 
as a result of the slapping." After'about five hours of this treat¬ 
ment .Johns collapsed and was carried to his quarters. 'His legs 
Were paralyzed for' some ddys after this occurrence' (Ex. 526).

Affiant Edward Donald Smith saw "Shpdanai"" 
in December 1944 beat prisoners to unconsciousness, including Private 
Klingsbill (Ex. 9). Klingbeil, in his affidavit, stated accusedon 
this occasion beat him.across the face 23 times with the slipper 
tEx. 18)„ 

As to Specification 9 : Affiant:John Lester Brooke, 
while at Camp Number Sen in the spr ing of 1945, saw 5 a Japanese 
Civilian" guard, nicknamed "Joto Nii", beat and knock a sailor .down 
several times, and while the.sailor was on the floor the guard -- 
kicked him in the groin and stomach until the sailor'became uncon¬ 
scious; Accused had a long scar across his back (Ex. 12). The 
sailor, Clarence F. Melanson, in his affidavit, stated that about 
February 1945 a Japanese guard nicknamed "Jo To Nai" came into the 
barracks and claimed affiant was smoking too far away from the 
water bucket. The: guard then "tripped and pushed me and knocked 
me down". He then kicked affiant in the" ribs two or three time's 
with his heavy hob-nailed boots (Ex. 13). 
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As to Specific ation 10 : Affiant Nixon stated that in 
June or July 1945 at Camp Number Ten a-guard nicknamed "Joto Nye" 
(meaning,no. good) took an Arms*"'enlisted man named Hank Mertes from 
ranks, beat him about the face, knocked him down and kicked him in 
the groin and ribs for about ten minutes. He also kicked him in 
the teeth (Ex»-.14, 15). Mertes was left lying there until after 
drill and then he was forced to kneel in front of the Japanese 
guardhouse a considerably length of time. In the opinion, of the 
affiant, Paul J, Vacher, "’Jo To Nai’ deserves ’the book’” (Ex. 15), 
This caused Mertes to be crippled and bi-uised for several weeks > .• 
(Ex. 27). • :x 

As t o Specification 11 : Affiant Edward D. Smith was 
at. Camp No. 10 from August 1944 to September 1945. He related 
that, "In December 1944 ’Shodanai* beat me* almost to death with a 
bamboo pole. While I was unconscious he-pushed my face into a pile 
of manure. This was the worst of several beatings administered to 
me by the same man." (Ex. 9). 

As to.'Specification 12 : Affiant -I. T.. Rogers T Jr. 
stated.that while at Camp Number-Ten he was subjected to torture by 
squatting ..down on a bamboo pole which, had been placed^behind his 
bent knees. He was punished in this manner by "Jotono Nye" because 
he had attempted to smuggle food into the compound past the guards.' 
The punishment was administered in January 1945>in the snow. (Ex. 16).

As to Specification .14: Affiant Albert W, Roberts 
witnessed the beating by accused of Pfc Herbert JCLingbeil in 
January 1945 at POW Camp Number Ten. At this time Klingbeil was- 
sitting on his bunk, and when "Jo To Nai" visited barracks Kling.- - 
bei.1 failed to give a low bow* "Jo To Nai" talked angrily to Kling¬ 
beil and at the same .time struck Klingbeil in the face with the 
palms of his hands delivering four or five blows. Accused picked 
up some rubber slippers and beat Klingbeil in the face with them, 
hitting him first on one cheek and then the other. Accused dealt 
Klingbeil about thirty blows, dropped the slippers an the floor 
and departed (Ex-, 19). Victim’s face -became' numb “and^ swollen and 
his loft.eye was closed for throe • days ’“(Ex* 10, 13')’. 

As- to Specification 15 : Affiant Paul J. Vacher stated 
he arrived at Camp Fukuoka {Camp No, 10) in December 1944, In 
April 1945 a Japanese guard, "’Jo To Nai’ boat me very badly" for 
not bowing quickly enough. "He unsheathed the bayonet and beat me 
badly about the faefe and arms. Then he finished the beating with 
his feet, kicking me in the thighs and stomach." (Ex. 15). 

As to fcpeoification 16 : Felix James McCool stated in 
his affidavit that he received a beating from."Joto Naji", a Japanese 
guard at POW Camp Number Ten, regularly every two weeks and far such 
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beatings accused used a rubber sboe witlx v*ich .h.e beat affiant 
about the face. At one time accused repeatedly spit in Affiant’s 
face (Ex, 20). ' 

As to Specification 17 : George W. Beuris, USN, vas 
transferred to POW Camp Number Ten about 5 August 1944 and remained 
there until liberated 19 September. 1.94.5. About three days .before . 
Christmas 1944, affiant observed POW Locklear receiving mistreatment 
by a Japanese guard, "Jo To Mai". "Jo To.Mai" -suddenly and with 
absolutely no motive kicked Locklear in the groin. Locklear was 
in great pain and fell writhing to the ground (Ex, 21). 

As to Specification 18 : Accused, "I believe", beat 
every American ih the camp-fbr various reasons and at various times 
(Ex, 1) with clubs, sticks, shoes, and rifle butts (Ex* 4), He was 
cruel to all the prisoners; (Ex. 26). A total of 22 affiants made / 
statements describing generally incidents of beatings arid other 
mistreatment;of prisoners of war by- accused at Camp Ho* 10, other ’ 
than the specific offenses alleged in Specifications 1-17 inclusive.

Hasegawa,Wataru, the accused, was warned of his rightp 
as a witness,, He was duly sworn and testified under oath as a . 
witness in his. own behalf. He stated he was at Fukuoka 'Camp Number 
Ten from 7 -'Januar;r 1944 to 15 August 1945 as a civilian employed 
by the Army -and- that- he was in; command of the guards. He was on 
duty once a week for 24 hours (R. 32) and otherwise helped in the 
office (R. 57).' At this Camp he served under.four different camp 
cofiXianders, Second Lieutenant Miya, Second Lieutenant Omaru, First 
Lieutenant Yoshitsugu, and First Lieutenant Sakaui. ..Witness Wbs. 
never punished-while he. was at this camp, .. He admit bed striking - 
prisoners.of war about -twelve times but did not remember their 
names or the ,date of such occurrences. He struck'prisoners of war' • 
because they violated various regulations (R, 33). He' did not 
remember exactly how he struck prisoners of war, but believed he 
struck them about seven times with his open hand and about four 
times with his fist (R. 54, 36, 38). He never knew that "Joto 
Mai" was supposed to bis his nickname (R. 58). On cross-examination, 
however, he admitted making a prior statement to the effect that 
after the war was over he was tola he was .knovm by POWs as "Jdto 
Mai", and stated that this statement was made through fear (R. 38)« 
However, he testified.to having made the same statement again at a 
later time not under duress (R. 41; Ex* 35), His nickname in 
Japanese means "no good" or "not superior" (R. 46). Witness denied 
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that ho had authority to place anyone in the guardhouse.. Conse¬ 
quently, he put no one in the guard house.. Witness had read the 
charge and specifications but ’'since I do not remember the names 
of the prisoners of war, I have nothing special to say * * * . 
However, when I listened to the affidavits that were read, I 
think there were some incidents that I did.” Witness stated that 
he never struck a prisoner of war that had not violated some rule 
or regulation (R. 35). Accused stated that Lieutenant Sakai had 
admonished him to handle prisoners in a strict manner, however, 
not to injure them'. ”1 reported to'the camp commander that I had 
not injured any prisoners of war.” (pi 35) 3 Lieutenant Sakai 
twice cautioned accused for .being too strict about the regulations' 
and not '•'because I beat„tho prisoners of war” (R. 36, 37). Ac- >? 
cused, while a witness,.in response to instructions from his 
counsel, stood up, took his shirt off and raised and lowered his 
arms to indicate to the Court that he had no scars of any kind on 
his back (R« 43). He stated there had been no period of time at 
Camp Number Ton that he was unable to raise his left arm and that 
his arm had never been injured (R. 44). He denied having struck 
prisoners of war with a gun butt, rubber shoes, or that'he ever 
struck a prisoner of wai^in the leg with his bayonet (R* 45) .

Specification 18 
describes generally additional boatings of prisoners of war other 
than those alleged in the other specifications. Accused admitted 
his participation in several beatings and the. likelihood of his- 
participation in others described by the various exhibits intro¬ 
duced at the trial. That brutal beatings and inhumane treatment 
of prisoners of war is an offense against International Law needs 
no legal argument to support, and, accordingly, none is made. .

5. -Recommendations : 

Accused was sentenced to confinement for a period of * , 
fourteen years. No requests for clemency have been submitted, 
nor did the Commission or any members thereof recommend clemency. 
The evidence does not^indicate that clemency is warranted, and 
it is not recommended. The sentence is legal and it is recom¬ 
mended that it be approved. Owing to the length of time accused 
,has been in confinement prior to the date;of Sentence, it is 
reoommendod that two and"one-half (2§) months 'of the sentence 
imposed bo remitted* Siigamo Prison, Tokyo, Honshu, Japani is-the 
appropriate place of confinement.

I conour in general* The sentence of fourteen years* confine* 
ment at hard labor for conviction under sixteen specifications of 
cruelties to prisoners is. inadequate by comparison with those 
adjudged by other commissions for similar offenses. Nevertheless, 
pre-trial confinement is in no way to be considered as confine¬ 
ment served in expiation for offenses of which an accused is later 
convicted. Therefore a reviewing authority should consider such' 
restraint entirely separately from that adjudged by a commission. 

The blackest rogue is' entitled to an early trial, under the enlight¬ 
ened rules of civilized nations, When trials are postponed, as this 
one was, because of the great number of those awaiting justice, fair 
allowances should be made for undue pre-trial'confinement regardless 
of the inadequacy of a sentence. This is all the more true since 
commissions are instructed that pre-trial confinement is not to-be 
considered in adjudging sentences. r- r. • •;
